Peace Diplomacy 
Speeding Up, 
Sadat Reports 


CAIRO, Egypt (AR) — President 
Anwar Sadat, indicating the pace of 
Mideast diplomacy is speeding up 
dramatically, said today he might 
meet with Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin in Egypt before the 
end of the year. 
Talking to reporters after praying at 
a village mosque near the pyramids, 
Sadat said it was not excluded that he 
might meet with Begin, whom he 
visited in Jerusalem last month. 
Asked whether this would be outside 
Egypt, Sadat replied: “Why not in 
Egypt?” 
The Egyptian president said he was 
expecting a message from President 
Carter later in the day, presumably 
after Carter and Begin conclude their 
talks in Washington. 
Sadat spoke outside the mosque at 
Harraniya, less than a mile from the 
Mena House hotels where the Cairo 
peace conference is being held. The 
meeting went into a three-day recess 
today as it became clear the real 
negotiating was being done by Begin in 
Washingon, 
with 
long-distance 
relaying of information to Sadat here. 
Meanwhile, 
Israeli 
negotiators 
viewed the treasures of ancient Egypt 
in a tour of the Cairo Museum during 
the three-day recess for the Moslem, 
Jewish and Christian sabbaths. 
The chief Israeli delegate, Eliahu 
B en -Elissar, 
paused 
before 
the 
mummy of Pharaoh Menepta, also 
known as Amenophis-II, during the 90- 
minute museum tour. 
“We should be grateful to him,” said 
the bearded diplomat, archeology buff 
and former spy. “He was the begin­ 
ning of our nationhood." 
The Menepta mummy is shriveled 
and brown with skin the color of dried 
tobacco leaves. Some legends say he 
was the Pharaoh to whom Moses — in 
the Old Testament’s Book of Exodus — 
addressed his pleas: “ Let my people 
go,” an appeal for the release of Jews 
held captive in Egypt. 
But many Egyptologists believe the 
Pharaoh referred to in Exodus was 
Ramses II who lived two centuries 
after Menepta. 
Ben-Elissar and his two top deputies 
— Meir Rosenne and Gen. Avraham 
Tamir — were accompanied by half a 
dozen aides, security agents and a 
flock of reporters and photographers.

Hundreds of cheering Egyptians 
greeted 
the 
Israeli 
negotiators 
Thursday night during a tour of Cairo. 
The three delegates, about 20 aides 
and an escort of Israeli reporters 
walked for half an hour through the 
twisting, narrow streets of the market 
quarter. 
“People poured into the streets to 
see us and talk with us,” said Dan 
Pattir, 
spokesman for the Israeli 
delegation. “Mothers even brought 
their children. 
“For me, as an individual, it was 
very moving. We were greeted by 
hundreds of people. They cheered us 
and welcomed us. Unbelievable.” 
Escorted by two police cars, the 
motorcade criss-crossed the city and 
stopped outside the thousand-year-old 
Al Azhar Mosque, Cairo University, 
and President Anwar Sadat’s Abdin 
Palace. The Israelis did not enter any 
of the buildings. 
“There were no incidents,” said 
Pattir. “We had only a few security 
officers, but there was no need for 
them.” 
f 
“This is part of what we feel to be the 
beginning of the peace process — 
human, political and sociological,” one 
Israeli official said. 
At one stop, a man clad in Arab 
robes approached the sightseers and 
asked if they were Israelis. Told they 
were, the man replied, “You are 
welcome.” 
The excursion was “one of emotion” 
for Israel’s chief delegate, Eliahu Ben- 
Elissar, “because I am Israeli and this 
was something special.” 
Officials said Ben-Elissar planned to 
pray tonight at Chaar Hachamaim, the 
only synagogue left in Cairo, and to 
visit archeological museums over the 
weekend in Cairo and in Alexandria, 
150 miles to the north. 
The Israeli and Egyptian negotiators 
met for more than two hours Thursday 
in a closeddoor business session and 
named a legal team of two Egyptians 
and one Israeli to work through the 
weekend preparing for the sessions 
next week. 
There was speculation that the team 
would deal with the chief issue the 
conference 
reportedly 
hopes 
to 
resolve, the priorities to be given the 
major issues in future negotiations at a 
higher level. Egypt wants to give first 
place to the Arab demands for Israel’s 
withdrawal from all territory captured 
in the 1967 war and a Palestinian state, 
while Israel wants priority for the 
form peace would take. 


Begin, Carter Discuss 
Mideast Peace Plans 


WASHINGTON 
(A P ) - Prim e 
Minister Menahem Begin opened talks 
today with President C arter on 
possible steps Israel may take to 
respond to Egypt’s diplomatic over­ 
tures. 
Qualified U.S. sources said these 
could include some easing of Israeli 
control over the West Bank of the 
Jordan River. The 650,000 Palestinian 
Arabs living there might be given 
some form of local self-rule. 
Another topic for the talks in the 
Oval Office was a possible visit by 
Carter to Israel to demonstrate U.S. 
backing for the Egyptian-Israeli 
negotiations in Cairo, which are being 
shunned by the Arab “confrontation” 
states. 
Begin and Carter, in a brief chat 
witnessed by reporters before their 
private 
m eeting, 
and 
Zbigniew 
Brzezinski, the U.S. national security 
assistant, let it be known that the two

leaders probably will have a second 
meeting here. 
Brzezinski said this follow-up session 
may be held late Saturday. As an 
observant Jew, Begin is unlikely to 
engage in official business between 
sundown today and nightfall Saturday. 


A smiling Carter recalled the joint 
interview Begin had with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat lh Jerusalem 
last month. “It was a very exciting 
thing throughout the world to see you 
sitting on the same couch with Sadat 
without any disharmony.” 


Carter told Begin: “We’re proud to 
have you here.” 
Sadat told reporters in Cairo today 
that he might meet Begin in Egypt 
before the end of the year. He said he 
also expected to receive a message 
from Carter later today.

CLEVELAND (AP) — The police 
lieutenant was pecking away at a 
typewriter in the dingy office of 
Cleveland’s 
3rd 
D istrict 
police 
headquarters. 
“ When was the last time you had to 
type a report?” he was asked. 
“I never typed one before,” he 
replied. 
He was among a handful of officers 
who reported for work in the 3rd 
District Thursday night at the end of 
the first day of a “ blue flu” epidemic. 
Police said about 80 percent of the 
city’s 1,500 officers called in sick for 
Thursday’s shifts in a protest over 
contract negotiations. 
Despite the slowdown, police said all 
scheduled cruisers were on the streets 
with twoperson teams in each car. 
Supervisory 
personnel 
and 
cadets 
were being used to fill in the gaps. 
A 
captain 
at 
the 
department’s 
communications center said officers 
were answering every emergency call. 
But less demanding complaints, such 
as reports of abandoned cars or 
barking dogs, were being put aside. 
The officer said there was a problem 
getting organized in the first hours of 
the job action. 
“But we’re fat now,” he said. “We’ll 
be okay as long as the remaining 
patrolmen and supervisors don’t join 
in.” 
Those who did report to work were 
placed on 12-hour shifts. Those who did 
not 
have 
been threatened 
with 
suspension by Mayor Dennis Kucinich. 


The mayor called the officers who 
joined the slowdown “crybabies who 
just crab and moan” and said he would 
not resume contract negotiations until 
they return to work. 
Kucinich said the city has offered a 
$725 increase this year and $825 next 
year. That would boost base pay for 
patrolmen from the current $14,500 to 
about $16,000. 
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NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — Govern­ 
ment sources said today that the 
release 
of 
President 
Spyros 
Kyprianou’s kidnapped son might be 
imminent. 
The 
sources 
said 
19-year-old 
Achilleas Kyprianou could be freed by 
early afternoon. 
There was no immediate official 
confirmation of the report and no in­ 
dication the government would meet 
the kidnappers’ demand for amnesty 
for all political offenders. But there 
was an apparent easing of tension at 
the presidential office. 
M embers 
of 
parliam ent 
and 
diplom ats w ere sm iling as they 
emerged from meetings with the 45- 
year-old president. 
Kyprianou, with signs of strain gone 
from his face, cam e out of his office to 
thank 
highschool 
students 
demon­ 
strating to demand the release of the 
missing youth. 


“I place the national interest above 
all,” Kyprianou told the students. 
“ U ltim ately dem ocracy and non­ 
violence will prevail on Cyprus.” 
Thousands demonstrated elsewhere 
in Nicosia in support of the president. 
“Full support for Mr. Kyprianou” and 
“Freedom for Achilleas” were among 
the placards carried. 
Earlier today the kidnappers were 
reported to have extended their 
deadline 24 hours, until IO o’clock 
tonight

p.m. 
EST).

newspaper reported Thursday that the 
kidnappers warned Kyprianou they 
would sent him the head of his son if 
their demand was not met. 
A spokeswoman said the govern­ 
ment has information leading it to 
believe the youth is 
alive.

A military source said eight Greek 
Cypriot and Greek officers attached to 
the National Guard had been arrested 
for questioning about the abduction. 
Young Kyprianou was a second 
lieutenant in the National Guard, the 
Greek Cypriot arm y, and was kid­ 
napped from a military camp 30 miles 
southwest of Nicosia Wednesday night.

Government Searching For Persons 
Present At 1957 Atomic Bomb Test 


WASHINGTON AP - The govern­ 
ment is trying to find thousands of 
soldiers and others present at a 1957 
nuclear test in Nevada to determine 
whether 
they 
have 
con tracted 
leukemia as a result of radiation ex­ 
posure. 
The National Research Council, a 
quasi-govemmental agency that is 
part of the National Academy of 
Sciences, has been assigned the job of 
conducting a study “to identify, locate 
and 
obtain 
necessary 
follow-up 
medical data” on thousands of soldiers 
and others who were present at the 
test, named “Smokey,” on Aug. 31, 
1957. 
The researchers will work from a list 
of 3,413 persons the Army believes 
were present at the test. The names 
were compiled from various rosters 
and from registers of badges issued at 
the time of the test. 
Defense officials said they expect 
research ers 
to 
concentrate 
on 
available medical records of known 
participants and that those p ar­ 
ticipants 
may 
not 
necessarily 
be 
physically examined. 
The study is expected to take about 
two years, officials said. 


Although the study will focus pn the 
Smokey test’s participants, officials 
indicated the project could be ex­ 
panded to consider the effects on those 
who 
attended 
some 
other 
above­ 
ground atomic tests, including one on 
Nov. 1,1951, called “Dog Event,” and 
a 1953 test at Desert Rock. 
The 
possible 
magnitude 
of 
the 
problem, if the government should 
undertake a widespread study of the 
possible effects of past nuclear tests, is 
underscored by an estimate that about 
200,000 persons participated in such 
tests between 1946 and 1963, when they 
ended. 
Attention was drawn to the situation 
last spring when some former ser­ 
vicemen who said they were present at 
the 1957 Smokey shot at Yucca Flats, 
Nev., reported having con tracted 
leukemia and blamed that test for 
their illness. 
So far, the Army says it knows of six 
men who have positively identified as 
having leukemia after participating in 
the Smokey test. But the Army says 
“there has been no confirmed link” 
between the incidence of leukemia in 
test participants and their presence at 
the test site at the time of the blast. 


However, the national Center for 
Disease Control says two cases of 
leukem ia have been “ definitely” 
linked to the Smokey test. 


Dr. Glyn G. Caldwell, deputy chief of 
the C ie cancer branch, said four other 
cases “probably” are associated with 
the test. 
The Defense Department has made 
no effort to contact those on the list of 
3,413 persons who witnessed the 
Smokey test. The Army reported about 
40 persons had contacted them after 
reports of the possible leukemia link 
with the test appeared. 
After months of seeming indecision, 
a committee was formally established 
to consider ways of dealing with the 
problem. That committee represents 
several 
agen cies, 
including 
the 
Defense D epartm ent, the Public 
Health 
Service, 
the 
V eterans 
Administration and the Department of 
Energy, which assumed the respon­ 
sibilities of the old Atomic Energy, 
which assumed the responsibilities of 
the old Atomic Energy Commission. 
That committee decided Dec. I to 
commission a study by the National 
Research Council.

president leaves Dec. 29 on a six- 
country trip that includes Saudi Arabia 
but no other Middle East countries. 
According to a senior UJS. official, 
Israel may now be prepared to 
reconsider its once-determined stand 
against relinquishing total control over 
the West Bank territory won from 
Jordan in the 1967 war. If so, this 
represents a softening of Begin’s 
position that the land is historically 
part of Israel. 
The official, who barred use of his 
name, told reporters on Vance’s plane 
on the way home from Saudi Arabia 
that Israel has been rethinking its 
position. 
No details were provided but there is 
persistent speculation Begin will offer 
a greater measure of autonomy to the 
650,000 Palestinians living there. 
“There has been a change of both 
atmosphere and attitude that has led to 
a rethinking of what can be done with 
respect to the West Bank and an in­ 
dication there is a flexibility that did 


not exist before,” the official said. 
In a related development, NBC News 
reported Thursday that Israel will 
propose to Carter that virtually the 
entire Sinai peninsula be demilitarized 
and returned to Egypt and that Arabs 
and Israelis live together on the West 
Bank under an Arab administration. 
Quoting an unnamed “high ranking 
official,” NBC said Israel wants to 
retain only two parts of the Sinai 
peninsula — Sharm el Sheik on the 
southern tip and the chain of Jewish 
settlements on the north coast. 
The network said the West Bank 
proposal will call for Israel to retain 
the sole military presence, while 
Jordan and local Palestinians would 
administer the region without having 
sovereignty. 
Vance, in an arrival statement, said 
there was now “a unique opportunity 
for peace in the Middle East.” He said 
even Arab leaders opposed to the 
preliminary peace talks in Cairo “do 
not see the future of their countries in 
war.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Without 
comment, Gov. James A. Rhodes has 
signed into law an immediately ef­ 
fective emergency bill revamping 
Ohio’s charitable bingo laws. 
Major changes in present law in­ 
clude some additions to the list of 
charitable organizations which may 
obtain licenses from the attorney 
general to sponsor games, and 
restricting of games on the same 
premises to two a week except in halls 
licensed as of Dec. 6,1977, to sponsor 
four a week. 
The bill was designed in part to try to 
crack down on big time gamblers in 
several cities who have used premises 
of licensed groups to sponsor Las 
Vegas-style games such as dice, poker 
and slot machines. 
Under the law’s provisions, those 
licensed under state law to sponsor 
“games and schemes of chance” must 
sponsor their own games on their own 
premises, and may not lease their 
buildings out to others for that pur­ 
pose. 
Rhodes signed two other im­ 
mediately effective emergency bills 
late Thursday, along with a fourth, 
which takes effect March 16, relaxing 
requirements for formal hearings 
prior to involuntary commitments of 
patients to state mental institutions. 
The other emergency acts expand 
the coverage of unemployment 
compensation to include domestics — 
such as maids and handymen — un­ 
classified civil servants, non-teachimg 
school personnel and substitute 
teachers. The other makes permanent 
the previously temporary post of 
ombudsman in the industrial com­ 
mission and the bureau of workers 


compensation, to handle complaints 
and inquiries. 
The bingo bill by Rep. J. Leonard 
Camera, D-Lorain, beefs up powers of 
the attorney general and local police 
with regard to the enforcement of 
charitable bingo statutes. 
Additional organizations which may , 
sponsor games under the new law ■..? 
include ethnic war veterans with 
national memberships of at least 5,000; 
youth athletic organizations, and non­ 
profit medical organizations which 
have been incorporated for at least 
five years.

WASHINGTON AP - A bill 
requiring a $227 billion increase in 
payroll taxes over the next decade to 
support the Social Security system is 
on its way to President Carter, 
carrying the unenthusiastic support of 
a majority of Congress. 
The bill imposes a greater tax 
burden on workers than Carter had 
proposed. But, he says, the measure 
that passed Congress on Thursday 
represents “a good resolution” of the 
financial problems facing the Social 
Security system, which pays benefits 
each month to 33 million Americans. 
The Senate approved the bill 56-21; 
the House vote was 189-163. 
Even without the bill, Social Security 
taxes are scheduled to increase on Jan. 
I, 1978. With the bill, every American 
who pays into Social Security — the 
total today is 107 million persons — will 
face even higher taxes starting in 1979. 
For high-income workers — those 
who will be earning about $42,000 a 
year or more IO years from now — and 
their employers, payroll taxes would 
more than triple over the next decade. 
The tax increase on the “average” 
worker, who now earns $10,000, will go 
from the present $585 a year to $715 in 
1987. 
But the government expects the 
average worker’s income to increase 
to about $18,400 a year by 1987, putting 
his tax under the bill at $1,330 a year. 
That compares with a $1,200 tax on 
that level income under present law. 
In every case, the employer would 
continue to match whatever payroll 
tax is levied on the employee. 
All told, the bill is designed to bring 
an additional $227 billion into Social 
Security between 1979 and 1987. At 
least on paper, the tax increases would 
remain in effect far beyond that, 
because the bill is aimed at keeping the 
system financially sound for the next 
30 years. 
The system is in trouble because of a 
sluggish economy and a declining birth 
rate, which mean fewer workers are 
paying into Social Security, and 
because inflation and a quirk in a 1972 
law are driving up benefits. 
Correcting that quirk, which will 
mean lower benefits for some future 
retirees, will erase about half the long- 
range deficit in Social Security. The 
other half will be made up by the 
higher taxes. 
The only major benefit increase in 
the bill would double by 1982, the 
current $3,000 limit on what a retired 
person 65 or older may earn and still 
draw a full pension. 
Another provision prevents a 
reduction in benefits when a widow or 


widower 60 or older remarries. 
Current law has been criticized as an 
incentive for some elderly persons to 
cohabit without marrying.

A nation’s trade balance or 
imbalance is not entirely as 
pictured by the net result. The 
United States is expected to 
roll up a $30 billion deficit this 
year. That is a dramatic in­ 
crease over last year and one 
which is reaching deep into 
major domestic industries. 


Accompanying the rising 
trade deficit is the decline of 
the dollar in relation to other 
major currencies. The two 
facts are not exclusively en­ 
twined. The softening of the 


dollar also is attributed to a 
lack of an energy policy. But 
the drop in the dollar’s value in 
world markets does make it 
easier 
for 
American 
manufacturers to sell their 
products overseas. 
In Japan, 
the industrial 
nation with the largest trade 
surplus, the opposite is true. 
The Japanese yen is one of the 
strongest currencies, a fact 
which is beginning to worry 
that nation’s political leaders. 
They know that as the yen 
continues to appreciate, it 


makes it easier for Japanese 
consumers to buy foreign 
products but more expensive 
for other countries to buy 
Japan’s products. 
A large 
trade balance tends to work 
against its own perpetuation 
after a time and persistent 
trade deficits also create a 
correcting mechanism. Before 
long, the Japanese may be as 
eager to level off their trade 
surplus as Japan’s trading 
partners are for it to do so 
now.

Speaking Of Your Health

My father has an aneurysm. The 
doctor doesn’t think an operation is 
necessary yet, so we didn’t get an 
awful lot of information about it. Can 
you tell us what causes it? Also, what 
is angiography? It has been suggested 
as the next step. 
Mr. G. K..N.Y. 
Dear Mr. K. : 
The fact that surgery is not yet 
imminent does not mean that you 
should be kept in the dark about the 
cause arid treatment of your father’s 
aneurysm. 


When information is not volunteered 
about any medical or surgical con­ 
dition, questions must be asked. Not 
until the patient or the family persists 
in asking those questions will there be 
clarification and alleviation of con­ 
cern. 
Every artery in the body has a thin 
muscle which lines its inner surface. It 
is this muscle which is responsible for 
the expansion and the contraction of 
the blood vessels. This elasticity is 
vital to health. 
In the elderly, when arteriosclerosis 
is present, the elasticity of the muscle 
is lost. A weakness of the muscle 
allows a “bulging out” of the wall of 
the artery to occur. This “blister” is an 
aneurysm. Aneurysms are sometimes 
formed in the chest where the aorta, 
the largest blood vessel in the body, 
leads off from the heart. It can also 
happen in the abdomen, where the

aorta continues to supply blood for all 
the vital organs in the body; or, in the 
smaller arteries of the brain. 
Sometimes, people are born with a 
weakness in a blood vessel. This 
congenital defect more frequently 
happens in the brain. 
Remarkable advances in surgery in 
the past 15 years have made it possible 
to remove the weakened blood vessel, 
and replace the site of the aneurysm 
with a teflon or dacron “sleeve.” 
The danger of “ blowouts” of 
aneurysm has thus been greatly 
reduced. Hundreds of lives have been 
saved through this surgical procedure. 
One of the 
means 
by 
which 
aneurysms are detected early is an 
angiography. This is a highly 
specialized X-ray method. A dye, or 
contrast medium, is injected into the 
blood stream. The dye is then followed 
through the body in order to detect 
aneurysms, or other abnormalities 
that may be present. 
Angiography is also used with great 
efficiency 
to 
study 
heart 
ab­ 
normalities, narrowing of the coronary 
arteries to the heart, for brain tumors, 
to localize the part of the brain that is 
involved in a stroke and to determine 
problems that arise in the intestines, 
the kidneys, the lungs and all other 
organs. There now is almost no blood 
vessel in the body that does not give up 
some of its secrets to the science of 
angiography.

NEW YORK (AP) — Commentators 
often use the term “business in­ 
terests,” sometimes pejoratively, as if 
the business community speaks with 
one voice. It doesn’t. It probably never 
has; it likely never will. Still, there is a 
tendency to categorize the conflicts of 
business as being between public and 
private enterprise, between corporate 
executives 
and 
government 
bureaucrats 
and 
between 
management and labor. 
Little attention has been paid until 
recently to the conflict between big 
business and small. 
“ General Motors and Smith’s 
Machine 
Shop 
are 
not 
the 
same,’’declares the National Small 
Business Association in calling for 
unity against what it feels is the threat 
of big business. 
And some of the bigs, with gross 
annual sales in nine figures, don’t see 
eye to eye with the giants, tile mighty 
concerns that make up the first IOO or 
so of the Fortune directory of the 500 
largest industrials, some of which 
have sales in the billion of dollars. 
The Committee of Publicly Owned 
Companies, any of whose members 
have sales in the hundreds of millions 
of dollars, argue that the giants are 
crowding them out of the stock market 
and competition for investment 
dollars. 
Few people are likely to guess the 
source of these fiery words: 
“ We have condoned and inad­ 
vertently 
encouraged 
the 
manipulation of the national economy 
for the benefit of the bigs,” permitting 
a handful of faceless but powerful 
men...to affect the “infiltration of 
government agencies...” 
These words are from literature of 
the NSBA, which calls for an end to 
oppression by the bigs — big govern­ 
ment, big labor and big business, 
which it feels often merge their in­ 
terests to the exclusion of smaller 
business. 


“The normal and proper workings of 
the m arketplace have been sub­ 
verted,” states a document of the 
association, whose officials concede 
their ideas might sound revolutionary. 
They are frightened. Entreprenurship 
is being smothered, competition 
frustrated, they maintain. 
They told Congress that in 1960, 
small-and medium-size manufac­ 
turers accounted for 50 percent of 
business assets and 41 percent of 
profits, but that the percentages had 
fallen to 30 and 28 by 1972. 
Business concentration, they argue, 
is as deadly as bureaucratic growth. 
Big business, the NSBA argues, ac-

The Big Three of big business, big 
government and big labor, association 
spokesmen assert, rule the country 
and formulate a national policy that:

Their actions are coun­ 
terproductive, incestuous, and self- 
serving in nature. As a result, only the 
scraps on the table are left for 
everyone else.” 
One voice for business? It probably 
never will exist. Independent, self- 
concerned, proud and ambitious, the 
various layers of businessmen are 
joined on some issues, independent on 
others and openly antagonistic on the 
rest. 
What worries and angers members 
of the Committee of Publicly Owned 
Companies is their belief that the 
giants are sopping up much of the 
available equity capital, starving the 
so-called second and third tier com­ 
panies. 
The situation is not altogether the 
fault of the giants, but lies also in the 
increasingly institutionalized nature of 
the investment business. 
Pension and mutual frihoA, insurers 
and bank-administered trusts control 
much of the, equity capital available. 
Being large, they must invest in 
companies with sufficient stock out­ 
standing to absorb the funds. 
Moreover, the recent investment 
climate has been uncertain, leading 
many portfolio managers to seek the 
high dividends and security offered by 
the very largest corporations. 
As a consequence, say managers of 
the less than giant companies, the big 
get bigger and expansion in the rest of 
tee business world is thwarted. 
If there is any general agreement 
among business people it is that they 
have a feeling of being separated from 
the larger community by critics, 
among them members of the federal 
establishment. 
Business resents the polarization. It 
fears the alienation. It insists it is a 
vital, integral part of the national 
community.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — House 
Minority Leader Alan E . Norris 
warned Wednesday that Ohioans 
might lose their power to approve local 
property taxes for schools because of a 
recent court decision declaring the 
state school 
aid 
program 
un­ 
constitutional. 
The Westerville Republican said the 
ruling by Judge 
Paul 
Riley 
in 
Hamilton County Common Pleas 
Court, unless overturned on appeal, 
might lead to a statewide real estate 
property tax rate for schools, set by 
the legislature rather than local 
voters. 
Riley said the current state school 
aid formula rewards school districts 
which impose high local property 
taxes and penalizes districts with low 
local school taxes. Such a system, he 
ruled, violates the state constitution 
which calls for balanced and adequate 
educations for students throughout the 
state. 
Norris said the ruling could result in 
a uniform statewide school tax and 
this, in turn, he said, might result in 
educational policies being handed 
down by the state.

CINCINNATI (A P) - Transit of­ 
ficials, cut off from $11 million in 
subsidies, prepared today to ask a 
court to order striking bus drivers and 
mechanics back to work. 
John W. Blanton, president of the 
federally funded Southwest Regional 
Transit Authority (SORTA) which 
oversees Queen City Metro, announced 
the action Thursday night. 
Blanton said SORT A had no other 
recourse in the unauthorized eight- 
day-old strike after the union voted 
down QCM’s third and last offer 
Wednesday night. 
The agency also called on the 
Amalgamated Transit Union to hold 
another vote on the contract proposal 
rejected Wednesday by a vote of 410-

To End In 1981 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Turnpike Commission 
is 
mapping 
plans to keep its 750-member staff 
from abandoning their jobs as the day 
approaches for the commission to 
disband. 


Construction bonds for the highway 
which spans northern Ohio will be 
payed off in 1981. The road then will 
become part of the federal interstate 
highway system and the state workers 
will be furloughed. 


Realizing that many workers will be 
looking for other jobs as that day 
approaches, the com m ission has 
decided to set aside a fund to pay 
bonuses to the workers who stay until 
the commission dissolves. 


Allan V. Johnson, executive director 
of the commission, said Thursday that 
$6 million has been set aside to pay the 
bonuses, amounting to one week’s pay 
for each year served by full-time 
turnpike workers. Temporary em­ 
ployees will not benefit from the plan. 
“We had to convince the trustees the 
fund was necessary to ensure having a 
viable work force down to the last 
day,” Johnson said.

Stereotype O f Rich Jew M isleading 


NEW YORK (AP) — A biased, old 
stereotype portrays Jews as rich 
money-holders. Actually, their ranks 
are disproportionately few in running 
banks. And an estimated 750,000 of 
them eke out an existence below the 
poverty line. 
This commonly disregarded but 
extensive segment of the poor is 
getting some added attention lately, 
lighting up long ignored misery, 
especially in the larger cities. 
It’s the subject of a special television 
documentary on the ABC network this 
Sunday (I to 1:30 p.m. EST), written, 


produced and directed by Howard 
Enders, an independent producer who 
spent 
months 
probing 
into 
economically blighted Jewish lives 
in New York City. 
“No, I don’t blame God,” says an 
impoverished old man in the film. A 
once prosperous Berliner, he barely 
escaped Nazism with his life and now 
exists on $121 monthly Social Security. 
“God is good to everybody. But we — 
we are no good.” 
An old Jewish woman, her hands 
shaking, murmurs. “It hurts to be 
poor. It kills. It always did.” 


The film report says the myth 
persists of “widespread Jewish af­ 
fluence,” ignoring about three- 
quarters of a million desperately poor 
Jews, who have often been bypassed in 
government anti-poverty efforts. 
“Other minority groups have been 
more vocal in their demands,” the 
documentary 
notes. 
“ Blacks, 
Hispanics and other minorities have 
been classified as disadvantaged and 
so are eligible for government small- 
business loans. Yiddish-speaking Jews 
are not.” 
It is particularly among them and 


older Jews that acute poverty is 
common, the report and other studies 
find, as well as among Jews left behind 
in mixed, run-down areas, once stable 
Jewish communities, abandoned by 
better-off residents. 
Betram H. Gold, executive vice 
president of the American Jewish 
Committee, puts estimates of the 
number of U.S. Jews living on incomes 
of $4,000 a year or less for a family of 
four at 500,000 to I million. 
He says government programs 
generally have been targeted to other 
ethnic groups and “do not even at­ 
tempt to meet the very different 
economic and cultural needs of Jews.” 
He says part of their neglect stems 
from “traditional Jewish reluctance to 
apply for public relief,” although 
eligibile Jews who do apply get welfare 
benefits. 
However, the film says that of $40 
million in federal dollars spent anually 
on New York City poverty programs, 
the Jewish poor get less than I percent, 
although they make up about a fourth 
of the city’s population. A fifth of them 
— 350,000 — are reported below the 
poverty line. 
Gold notes that until recently, 
American Jewish agencies themselves 
“took for granted that poverty did not 
touch many Jews,” and did little about 
it. But in the wake of a national con­ 
ference on the subject five years ago, 
they have stepped up programs to deal 
with the problem. 
“A host of new programs around the 
country are being developed,” he says.

Burning O f Christm as Candles

NEW YORK-LONDON (AP) - I 
popped over to Harrod’s last week for 
a spot of Christmas shopping I doesn’t 
everyone?) and pioneered a new 
standard in transatlantic travel for 
which I have coined the word SOCH. 
SOCH rhymes with POSH, but it is 
much, much further out, as we shall 
see. 
POSH, the in-word for elegance in 
the heyday of the Grand Tour, meant 
port out, starboard home, a ready- 
reference for choosing your stateroom 
to avoid the beastly afternoon sun. 
SOCH means Skytrain out, Concorde 
home, a new exciting way of criss­ 
crossing the Atlantic by experiencing 
the two latest extremes of jet age 
travel: the rock bottom, no frills 
economy class and the superdeluxe 
supersonic. 
Quite literally, I went to London on 
Thursday with a pastrami sandwich in 


a paper bag aboard Freddie Laker’s 
$135 Skytrain and came home Tuesday 
nipping at the caviar and Dom 
Perignon ‘70 on the Concorde, British 
Airways’ $782 wallet buster. 
And, would you believe it, the tumbo 
tortoise almost beat the Mach 2 hare? 
The “Brown Bagger,” as the Laker 
already is affectionately known, got to 
lx)ndon’s Gatwick Airport in 6 hours 
and 17 minutes, lumbering along at a 
stately 560 mph with some help from 
tail winds. 
The Concorde which is suppose to 
“beat the sun to New York,” was an 
hour and a half late leaving Heathrow 
because of what the captain called 
“late catering of the aircraft” and “a 
slight snag in the fine tuning of our 
electrical system.” Even with two 
hours of supersonic scooting from the 
Bristol Channel to Hyanis, Mass., at 
speeds up to 1,400 mph, her total 
elapsed time to Gate ll at Kennedy 
Airport was 5 hours and 13 minutes.

considering the Concorde cost five 
times as much, the hour’s difference 
that day seemed all the more precious. 
The sun was a no-show at both ends of 
the ocean. 
The first-time traveler on both 
aircraft is immediately struck by their 
similarities, although they are hardly 
birds of a feather. The Concorde with 
its delta wings, fine drooping beak and 
spindly legs is a majestic hooded 
falcon or some bizarre futurist insect 
waiting for the remake of Star Wars. 
IiOrd Kenneth Clark, the eminent 
British art historian, called the Con­ 
corde “the seventh wonder of the 
modem world, the most beautiful 
piece of modem technology I have 
ever seen,” but then he is not listed 
among the celebrities who have waited 
in the aisle to use one of the three 
toilets. 
Laker’s Skytrain is a conventionally 
plain DC-10, which also has a long line 
outside the lavatories, especially after 
breakfast when everyone wants to 
shave or put on makeup or some 
combinations of both. 
Both planes are all one class: Laker 
with nine seats across, all tourist, 
divided by two aisles, and the Con­ 
corde all deluxe, whatever that means, 
with four seats across divided by a 
middle aisles. Concorde’s seats, which 
barely admit standing headroom on 
the window side, are narrower than 
Skytrain’s, but according to the tape 
measure I brought along allow 13.5 
inches between your knees and the 
seat ahead, compared with only 12 on 
the Brown Bagger. 
Neither plane comes stocked with 
newspapers and magazines for the 
passengers, 
Laker for no-frilly 
economic reasons and Concorde for 
space limitations, although they are 
handed out free in the lounge as one 
boards the supersonic bird. Both play 
atrocious taped music on takeoff and 
landing and throughout the journey 
weary the weary traveler with 
wearisome announcements from the 
flight deck. Passing the speed of sound 
is certainly worthy of mention but not 
passing the Sable Islands. 
The Skytrain can 
carry 
345 
passengers and requires 67 percent 
occupancy, or 231, to show a profit. On 
the day I flew, there were 258 
passengers and 2 infants, for an 80 
percent occupancy. There were more

The fiction readers have had a 
dearth of new titles lately. This week is 
slightly better. If you’re an Arlene 
Hale fan, you’ll be happy to see her 
new book on the shelf. “Island Of 
Mystery” is the story of Alison Blair, a 
young, attractive writer doing 
research in preparation for a 
biography of the late composer, 
Leighton Thordson. She finds more 
than she bargains for on Windswept 
Island as romance and mystery blend 
in a skillfully woven tale. 
Some reviewers are calling “One By 
One” the scariest thriller of the year. 
Linda Lee’s first novel never lags from 
the first isolated street death to the 
poisoned lunch consumed by a group of 
executives in a corporate dining room. 
Based on scientific fact, the terror 
striking a great city could happen — 
anywhere—tomorrow! 
Mystery readers are discovering the 
stories of Georges Simenon now being 
translated from the French. He is a 
prolific writer and perhaps, alongside 
the Bible and Karl Marx, the most 
widely read around the globe. “The 
Iron Staircase” explores a marital 
relationship as suspicion enters it.

In the area of non-fiction, “The 
Innocence Of Joan Little” by James 
Reston, Jr. has all the elements of a 
mystery novel. In it, the author ex­ 
plores the many facets of the highly 
publicized murder trial of Joan Little 
in 1974. Charged with the murder of 
her white jailer in a North Carolina 
jail, the trial of the black prisoner was 
center stage for civil rights activists, 
feminists, intellectuals and opponents 
of the death penalty. Despite the blaze 
of publicity, the case of Joan Little still 
remains a mystery. In his presen­ 
tation, Mr. Reston allows the reader to 
reach a verdict after being given more 
information than the jury was allowed. 
Any publication from National 
Geographic Society is worth a look. 
“The Mysterious Maya” by George 
and Gene Stuart recreates the 
mysterious epic of the Maya from their 


early roots to the world of the Maya 
living today. It’s lavishly illustrated 
with beautiful photography.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — Among 
the dozens of singers, songwriters and 
recording executives in this music- 
mad city, Wally Fowler emerges as 
Nashville’s consummate “music 
man.” 
A much-revered reconteur with 
twinkling eyes and cheerful nature, 
Fowler has been a singer, songwriter, 
gospel music pioneer, radio and 
television personality, Grand Ole Opry 
star and record company and 
publishing company executive. 
A sample of his achievements: 
He helped launch the “Nashville 
Sound” by forming the first record 
company here 30 years ago. 
—He recommended Tennessee 
Ernie Ford for a network television 
show after turning down the job 
himself. 
—He gave Chet Atkins one of his first 
jobs — and a guitar. 
—He wrote Eddy Arnold’s first 
million-seller, “That’s How I Much I 
Love You.” 
—He helped get Hank Williams on 
the Grand Ole Opry. 
—He started all-night gospel singing 
concerts which swept the Southeast in 
the 1950s and pioneered gospel 
television programming on Sunday 
mornings, earning the name “Mr. 
Gospel Music.” 
—He gave country music singer Roy 
Erusky a ride here from Atlanta and 
then got a recording contract for him.

“I’ve had lots of ups and downs but a 
lot more good than bad,” he said in an 
interview. “When this life is over, what 
will we take with us? Our investment 
in humanity. 
“I’m not as rich as Eddy Arnold or 
Tennessee Ernie Ford, but I have a 
great investment in humanity. I grew 
up in poverty, but it created in me an 
ambition and desire to help my fellow 
man. I approached my fellow man 
with an open heart, not a clinched 
fist.” 
One of those he met along the way 


was Elvis Presley, who auditioned for 
a spot with gospel music’s Blackwood 
Quartet when he was 17.. .‘A mem­ 
ber of the group said Elvis didn’t sing 
so well but he sings all over himself 
and the girls go wild,” recalled 
Fowler, who was sponsoring an all- 
night singing program. “It’s in- 
interesting that he wasn’t good enough 
to be in a gospel quartet, but by 
himself, he was something.” 
Fowler, 60, gave Atkins a job in 
Knoxville in 1944. 
“I needed a lead guitarist for a 


group. I saw Chet with a guitar and 
said. ‘Can you pick that thing?’ He 
said, ‘A little bit.’ 
“He asked me if he could be as great 
as Les Paul. I told him to practice 
eight hours a day." He also gave 
Atkins a guitar that someone else had 
givsn Fowler as repayment for a loan. 


Fowler said he could spend hours 
reminiscing about his career and not 
be boring for even a second. “I’ve had 
two or three lives in this one already,” 
he said.

University research has shown. 
A poll released by an assistant 
professor at OSU, Beverly G. Toomey, 
said that of nearly 1,000 OSU coeds 
questioned randomly, ll percent said 
they do not want to become mothers. 
Gallop pollsters who recently 
sampled opinion among college 
educated women came up with the 
exact same percentage figure, Ms. 
Toomey noted. 
The researcher also pointed out that 
one of the earliest comprehensive polls 
on the subject, conducted at Cornell 
University in 1952, concluded that all of 
the sample group expected to be 


mothers. 
In 1974, another study — this one at 
City University of New York — 
revealed only 4 percent wanted to bear 
children. 
Ms. Toomey said women willing to 
have children frequently said they 
planned to resume working after 
pregnancy. She found that they also 
tended to have jobs traditionally held 
by women. 
Women with a preference for 
childlessness, on the other hand, ex­ 
pressed a strong desire to advance in 
their careers. Many had their sights on 
nontraditional careers for women, the 
researcher said.

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Ohio Edison 
Co. has been given permission to issue 
$800 million in new bonds to finance a 
proposed clean-air plan, but the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency 
may still take the company to court. 
Bonding authority was granted 
Wednesday by the state Air Quality 
Development Authority, which frees 
the company to accept bids for design 
and construction work and seek tax- 
exempt status from the Internal 
Revenue Service. 


The company plans to install air 
pollution control equipment on 12 
plants over the next ll years. 
However, Bertram Frey, attorney 
for the EPA’s Chicago regional office, 
said Thursday, “Their intention to 
issue bonds is a step in the right 
direction but it doesn’t change our 
views. Their newest cleanup plan is 
just as unacceptable as their previous 
one and we’re still preparing to 
litigate.’’ 
Frey added he did not know when 
court action might begin. 


The plan represents a capital ex­ 
penditure of about $915 per customer 
and requires an average annual ex­ 
pense of about $135 a customer, once 
the environmental equipment is in­ 
stalled, company officials said. 
“This is the kind of thing that pushes 
customer bills up,” said Charles V. 
Runyon, general production en­ 
vironmental and chemical engineer. 
“In 'several instances we think 
regulations can’t be justified by 
measurable public health benefits, but 
we have little alternative but to 
comply wiith these regulations.” 
Ohio Edison serves more than 
830,000 customers ill 36 counties. 
In September EPA officials said 
they would take the company to 
federal court to force it to comply with 
an acceptable cleanup schedule. 
Edison’s proposed schedule would 
accomplish cleanup of particulate 
pollution at 12 plants by late 1988 or 
early 1989. 


“That stretches compliance far 
beyond what’s acceptable,” Frey said. 
He explained that the 1977 Clean Air 
Act amendments do not allow an in­ 
dustry or utility to set a cleanup 
schedule that goes beyond mid 1979. 
The amendments require the EPA to 
initiate legal action against any 
polluter who does not clean up by that 
time, Frey said. 
Ohio Edison said its plan calls for 
upgrading electrostatic precipitators

A lot of women don’t feel 
they can divide their energies by 
trying to raise a family and work 
outside at the same time,” she noted. 
A link between the choice to be 
childless and negative attitudes 
towards the woman’s mother also was 
detected by the OSU research. 
“Women not intending to have 
children reported that they are less 
close to their mothers and see their 
mothers as less fulfilled and satisfied 
by mothering and homemaking roles,” 
the researcher said in a doctoral 
dissertation. 
The ll percent who said they 
preferred to remain childless showed 
liberal attitudes about the role of a 
wife; were more likely to consider 
themselves feminists; and showed 
more positive feelings about the 
women’s movement than those who 
looked forward to motherhood, Ms. 
Toomey concluded. 
And while most of the women who 
did not rule out having children were 
career-oriented, it was also shown that 
they were not as achievement-oriented 
as those preferring childlessness. 
“There are hundreds of factors 
involved in something as complex as a 
persons’s attitude toward mothering,” 
said Ms. Toomey, who has two sons. 
“It (the research) doesn’t prove that 
being in a graduate program, for 
example, causes a woman not to want 
children. Rather, she may have made 
an earlier decision not to have children 
which then allowed her to pursue a 
graduate degree and a career,” she 
said.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Gathering 
issues for the campaign season, 
Republicans are concentrating on an 
old favorite : taxes. But by the time the 
voting begins, President Carter and 
the Democratic Congress may be 
boasting on that issue themselves. 
“ The Democrats are handing us 
Republicans the best issue we’ve had 
in a long time, and it’s one on which a 
majority of working Americans will 
agree with us,” says Ronald Reagan. 
“ The issue is taxes.” 
In fact, it hasn’t been a long time at 
all. Just one campaign ago, Gerald R. 
Ford and his GOP allies were arguing 
that Carter’s campaign promises 
would force sharp increases in federal 
taxes. That didn’t turn out to be very 
persuasive on election day. 
Now the Republican tneme is that 
higher taxes are coming to pass, and 
that the Democrats are to blame. They 
point to new Social Security and 
energy taxes — although the size and 
shape of the latter will not be clear 
until next year. 
But a Republican administration 
would have had to act — or try to — on 
energy and Social Security, too. And it 
would have cost money. 
“ Mr. Carter and the Democratic 
majority in Congress are preparing 
the biggest pain in the pocketbook that 
middleclass America has ever had,” 
said Reagan. 
House Republican Leader John J. 
Rhodes contends that every taxpaying 
family will face an additional $l,000-a- 
year in taxes for the next four years, 
although there may be more politics 
than arithmetic in that estimate as the 
numbers really aren’t set yet. 
“ President 
Carter’s 
apparent 
inability to deal with important 
matters of tax policy except in terms 
of blatant partisan politics is 
disgraceful,” 
adds 
Republican 
National Chairman Bill Brock. Brock, 
incidentally, began his tenure by 
saying that there is some consolation 
in past defeat since the party out of 
power doesn’t have to take the blame. 
It may be, as Reagan said, that the 
Democrats are handing over an issue. 
But that doesn’t count for much in the 
waning days of an off-election year. 
When it does count, during the 
congressional campaign year ahead, 
the Democrats almost surely w ill take 
it away. 


Lack Off Fence 
Criticized By Jury 


M ARYSVILLE, Ohio (A P) - The 
lack of a fence around the Ohio 
Reformatory for Women at Marysville 
was criticized when the Union County 
grand jury issued indictments Wed­ 
nesday in the latest of ll walk-off 
escapes this year. 


The jury recommended that the 
state be asked to pay for a fence 
around the medium security facility. 
Additionally, the grand jury suggested 
seeking state reimbursement for the 
mounting 
costs 
of 
prosecuting 
escapees. 
Indicted on escape charges were 
Margo Davies and Mary Jane Ashford, 
who disappeared from the prison unit 
Nov. 9 and were found nearby the next 
day. 
George Lehner, information officer 
for 
the 
Ohio 
Department 
of 
Rehabilitation and Correction, said the 
fence idea has long been considered. 
“ It’s been under consideration for 
quite some time, but we have, not been 
able to find the way to do it, finan­ 
cially,” said Lehner. 
The department spokesman said 
state prison officials will not consider 
reimbursing 
the 
county 
for 
prosecuting escapees. 


All it will take is an election-year tax 
cut, which the administration already 
is planning. House Speaker Thomas P. 
O’Neill forecasts a $25 billion cut, two- 
thirds of it for indiividuals. “ We are 
anticipating that come April or May of 
next year that in our economic 
stabilization package, we will have a 
substantial tax cut,” he said. 


Carter also said there will be sub­ 
stantial reductions, along with a taste 
of tax reform. The administration is 
likely to propose cuts of about $15 
billion for individual taxpayers and $5 
billion for business. 
The idea, in 1978 as in the 1977 tax 


bill, is to stimulate economic activity 
and curb unemployment. But the 
political fallout is obvious. And the bill 
will carry the Democratic trademark. 
So, of necessity, does the Social 
Security bill, which will impose tax 
increases of $227 billion over the next 
decade — beginning in 1979, after the 
congressional elections. 
The Republicans say they’ve been 
for permanent income tax cuts all 
along, but point out that Carter 
threatened their plan with a veto if it 
passed, which was impossible anyhow 
for lack of votes. 
Republican- 
sponsored tax cuts have been voted 
down five times in the House and once 


in the Senate. 
‘‘Now we are hearing noises that a 
tax cut may be in order, not to improve 
the economy, but merely to com­ 
pensate 
for 
President Carter’s 
proposed increases in other taxes,” 
Rhodes says. “ In other words, the 
government will take with one hand 
and give with the other ...” 
That probably is the way winter’s 
issue w ill look come next summer. 
Republican campaigners w ill be 
arguing that all the Democrats did was 
give back what they took away. 
And the Democrats? They’ll just 
point to a hefty, election-year tax cut 
with their trademark on it.

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Olympic Tragedy Relived 
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By WILL GRIMSLEY 
AP Special Correspondent 
The morning of Tuesday, September 
5,1972 broke clear and bright over the 
sprawling Olympic Village in Munich, 
West Germany — Munchen, the 
Germans call it, with a couple of dots 
for pronunciation purposes over the 
“u.” 
Flags fluttered at full staff from 122 
flagpoles. Athletes of all nations 
moved busily through the gates, 
meandered around the various shops 
or cuddled on the grassy banks 
defining the neat plazas. 
Security police, men and women, 
roamed the area inconspicuously, 
attired in pastel blue and white, 
carrying no guns or clubs. 
After all, these were the “Peace 
Olympics,” every phase designed to 
make people forget Adolph Hitler’s 
grim, goose-stepping Nazi Games of 
1936. 
Rock ’n roll music blared con­ 
tinuously. 
The sun had hardly peeped its 
blushing head over the horizon when 
shock waves began oozing through the 
Village like a spark spewing toward a 
dynamite fuse. 
The real impact was slow to hit. 
Arab terrorists had stormed the 
headquarters of the Israelis, had slain 
at least two and were holding an 
unknown number hostage in Building 
31, the team’s headquarters. 
Only the intensified activity gave the 
story away. The gates were frozen shut 
— no entrance into and exit out of the 


Village. Rubber-wheeled tanks with 
armored soldiers in khaki moved into 
position beneath the catycombs of the 
stilted buildings. 
Sharpshooters disguised as athletes 
in sweat suits took strategic positions 
on the roof tops with high-powered 
rifles and telescopic lenses. A Chief 
Ironside style van, crawling with 
police brass, parked a few yards from 
the besieged quarters. 
Workmen were seen stringing a hot 
wire from the van to connecting links 
with President Gustav Heinemann of 
West Germany and Golda Meir, the 
prime minister of Israel. 
First reports were fragmentary. One 
Israeli body had been thrown at the 
front door of Building 31 and retrieved 
by a bold ambulance driver. A second 
slain Israeli was said to be inside. The 
fate of all others hung in the balance. 
One could stand on the fringe of this 
drama and see the shadows of the 
hooded Arab figures, moving around 
inside. It was a nerve-jangling scene. 
Occasionally, the captors, scary in 
their stocking masks, brazenly 
emerged to talk with negotiating of­ 
ficials from the balcony. 
For 15 hours the grim negotiations 
continued. The sun reached mid sky 
and then began settling in the West. 
Activities in the Village went on as 
usual. People shopped. People played. 
A handful of the more concerned just 
stood — and waited. 
Rumors escalated. The terrorists 
were demanding escort with hostages 
to the airport and sanctuary. Golda 


Meir was dispatching Moishe Dayan, 
Israeli’s fabled fighting man with the 
patch over one eye, and a team of 
commandoes to the scene. 
The sun went down. Nerves became 
more jangled. The Games went on. 
America’s Duane Bobick lost a 
heavyweight fight to Cuba’s Teofilo 
Stevenson. More rubber-soled tanks 
moved in. 
At around IO p.m. excitement 
quickened. A helicopter hovered 
overhead and sat down in a field near 
the Village. A huge white bus whisked 
through the catycombs and parked 
near Building 31. From a distance, the 
masked terrorists and their hostages 
could be seen being herded into the 
bus. The bus drove away. 
“It’s not over yet,” cautioned a 
white-shirted doctor, one of the 
medical staff standing by. 
A long wait, and then the tragic news 
came. There was a shooting at the 
airport. An Arab tossed a hand 
grenade into the helicopter containing 
the hostages. The result: Eleven 
Israeli and four terrorists dead. Three 
terrorists captured. A policeman slain. 
The Olympic flame burned on. 
This Sunday night the cream of 
American sportsmen gather at the 
Waldorf for a memorial to the 
“Munich ll.”

Of Names Of Business Owner 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — At least 
1.000 businesses have registered 
“fictitious names” with the secretary 
of state under a new law requiring 
disclosure of names that do not reveal 
the full identity of an owner. 
“ This law will enable the public easy 
access to the true identities of those 
persons with whom they deal,” 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown said. 


The statute, authored by Rep. Harry 
J. Lehman, D-Shaker Heights, defines 
a fictitious name as a business name 
that has not heretofore been registered 
and could not qualify as a trade name. 
A trade name, the law says, is a 
designation which a business claims 
for exclusive use. 
Brown said he expected as many as 
50.000 existing fictitious names would 
be registered with his office by the 
Jan. 1,1979 deadline. “ After that date, 
fictitious names must be registered 
within 30 days of their initial use,” the 
secretary of state said. 
Businesses that failed to register in 
compliance with the law could face 
injunctive action by the attorney 
general.

Plans call for the plant to be 
operational, with 3,500 employees, by 
the summer of 1980. Eventually, 
550,000 automatic transmissions of a 
sophisticated new design will be 
produced annually for lightweight and 
fuel-efficient cars. 
The plant, which will hire up to 10,000 
persons and have an annual payroll of 
$70 million, is the largest single 
development in Ohio in nearly a 
decade. 
William O. Bourke, executive 
president of Ford’s North American 
operations, said the plant will be one of 
the most modem facilities ever con­ 
structed by Ford. Because of in­ 
creasing natural gas shortages, the 
plant will utilize a coal-fired boiler for 
plant heating while heat-treating 
operations will use electrical power. 
Area leaders hailed the vidory, 
saying the new industry will bood 
economy in southwestern Ohio. 
County and state treasuries are 
expected to benefit from an estimated 
$5 million in taxes each year. 
However, special tax abatements 
granted to secure Ford will cost the 
county an estimated $1 million an­ 
nually, said Jerome Wiesenhahn, 
Clermont county commissioner. 
“We don’t lose tax money we don’t 
have,” Wiesenhahn said. He noted that 
a new Ohio law allows the county to 
concede taxes on the new building. 
However, the county will still collect 
taxes on personal property, equipment 
and machinery and investitures as 
well as the sales and income taxes 
generated by employees. 
Ford said it expects to pay $5 million 
annually in taxes at the plant. 
A Greater Cincinnati Chamber of 
Commerce spokesman said the plant 
will add $140 million in permanent 
annual income to Greater Cincinnati 
beginning in 1980.
